The largest city, Buenos Aires, boasts a population 
practically the same as Philadelphia.

Some of the Views Expressed. The President Explains 
The Problems of the Clayton Bill. 


\s mentioned in “Domestic Engineering” last week, a 
Onterence Oy repre sentatives ot trade associations o 
holesalers was held with President Wilson on July 29

The President called attention to the fact that exclust 
selling arrangements might result in no harm in a lat 
city because of the presence of numerous distributors 
addition to the one who had the exclusive selling

W. D. Taylor, who pre sented the views of the who 
salers on this Section, pointed out the tact that mat 


facturers and wholesalers often selected a local dea 
to handle a particular line of goods, feeling that 
sale in towns were limited and that while there m 
} ] +} 


be good husiness in the line for one dealer, there wo 
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not be enough business if sales were spread among two 
or three, enlisting the interest ot the dealer in the line 
by reason of such exclusive selling arrangements 

With regard to the Trade Commission Bill, the dele 
gation suggested the possibility of an opinion being ex 
pressed by the Trade Commission on a program or policy 
before it had been put into effect 

The President pointed out the fact that such a task 
would be extremely difficult because no matter how hard 


a business man would endeavor to detail his program 


Yr approval or disapproval by the commission, it would 
be found there were cases where deviations would bs 
made without any intention of doing things which had 
not been passed upon by the commission. 

The President further indicated that the trade com 
mission might approve of a program but that the depart 
ment of justice might differ and might institute a 
prosecution with the possibility of conviction 

The President said that he felt that when pending 
legislation was passed and with the interpretations which 


had now been made on existing laws. the steering would 


be easier and that the channel would be well marked 
and all would know how to sail their craft safely. 


The delegation also suggested that any legislation look 


ng toward the establishment of a trade commission and 
the regulation of trade. and commerce should apply to 
corporations and that it was their belief that all legis 
lation of this character should apply equally to corpora- 
tions, partnerships and those doing business in their 
individual capacity. 

The President said that he had been told by the Com 
missioner of Corporations that there were scores of 
thousands of corporations rendering reports today and 
that to include partnerships and those doing business as 
individuals, would involve monumental labor and _ that 
a new building, the size of the capitol, would be re. 
quired to care for the annual reports, to say nothing 
of the other data and records and correspondence in- 
volved in the task of including other than corporations. 
The delegation reterred to the fact that the position 


{ the middleman was established on a sound economic 
basis, and that the service which the wholesalers and 
retailers of the country were rendering was of great 
value to the public, and that goods were being placed in 
the hands of consumers at a lower price than if the serv- 
ice of the middleman was not available. 

Chairman Smyth called attention of the President to the 
fact that the middleman was the keystone of the commer- 
cial arch. 

The President, in speaking of this, said he realized 
that the middleman was an economic factor which could 
not be dispensed with, and he thought that the public 
clamor against the middleman had only been aimed at 
cases where there had been a multiplicity of middlemen 
hetween the source of supply and the ultimate consumer 

The President suggested that while the present legis
